LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR: 

I believe  there  exists  in  the  minds  of  some  Gryphons  a miscon- 
ception with  regard  to  the  meaning  and  purpose  of  the  Gryphon  Society. 
-Quote  the  Counselor1 s Handbook,  Section  I:  ?rIn  contradistinction  to 

M.e  individual  counselor  working  with  a small  group  or  section,  the 
Gryphon  Society  is  the  group  organization  and  effort.  Its  primary 
irpose  is  to  provide  group  impact  on  the  counseling  program.  As  such 
-1  is  a professional  society  . . 


The  Gryphon  Society,  then,  can  not  be  an  ',rad'junct’,r  to  the  counse- 
ling program;  it  is  an  integrated  whole,  in  the  main  consisting  of 
che  counseling  program,  with  the  social  program  as  a secondary  con- 
sideration. 


It  does  seem  quite  clear  to  me  that  the  Society  has  hardly  begun 
“o  approach  this  goal  of  being  a professional  counseling  group. 

However,  this  is  not  a question  of  retrogression,  of  deterioration  of 
a previous  situation;  it  represents  a step  not  yet  taken.  On  the 
average,  individual  counseling  has  improved  year  by  year.  In  the  group 
picture,  the  Society,  in  existence  less  than  three  years  now,  has  been 
developed,  conceptually  from  a social  program  to  the  greater  scope  de- 
oribed  above.  But  in  terms  of  actual  accomplishment,  as  is  humanly 
natural,  the  more  obvious,  simpler  considerations  of  social  program 
have  been  paid  most  attention  thus  far,  and  the  counseling  aspect  has 
had  no  striking  advance  through  group  action. 

Thus,  rather  than  charge  the  Gryphon  Society  with  being  a detri- 
ment to  the  counseling  program,  I feel  the  situation  should  be  stated 
in  this  manner:  organizational  unity  has  been  achieved;  the  time  is 

ripe  for  us  to  use  this  framework  to  attack  the  more  subtle  problems 
of  our  principal  function,  counseling.  Let  us  not  disparage  and  aban- 
don the  product  of  many  Gryphon-years  of  labor  before  testing  it  in 
its  intended  function  I

91  letter  was  to  express  a point  of  view  based  upon  the  pos- 
sibility that  another  presumption  might  be  made,. 

In  writing  my  first  letter  I left  out  much  since  I believed  that 
I ^had  already  taken  up  too  much  space  for  the  expression  of  the  views 
oi  one  individual.  I want  to  shorten  what  I would  have  liked  to 
include  there  and  present  it  now,  since  my  first  letter  has  apparently 
achieved  its  purpose  of  stirring  up  discussion  within  the  society. 

The  Gryphon  Society  may  continue  in  its  present  Administration — 
protected  state  of  being  approved  of  and  worked  for  by  a large  number 
of  counsellors  whilst  being  tolerated  by  many  others  as  a necessary 
nuisance.  The  challenge  it  can  face,  however,  is  that  of  the  vast 
majority  of  institutions  in  a democratic  society,  namely  of  winning 
support  by  the  power  of  its  ideas,  the  personality  of  its  leaders, 
and  the  success  it  achieves  in  fulfilling  its  goals.  I would  suggest 
that  there  would  not  be,  indeed  there  could  not  be,  any  legitimate 
opposition  to  the  execution  of  a programme  which  would  positively  aid 
the  counsellor  in  his  professional  growth.  There  could  be  differences 
over  details  but  I know  of  not  a single  counsellor  who  is  not  highly 
aware  of  his  deficiencies  and  who  would  not  support  wholeheartedly  any 
scheme  which  promised  to  help  cure  these.  This  is  the  challenge  faced 
by  any  free  organization  in  a free  society — that  of  T selling1  its 
ideas.  It  is  a more  difficult  task  than  the  obtaining  of  T support1  by 
compulsive  methods  but  it  is  also  a far  more  honorable  practice. 

At  the  level  of  common  sense  and  sound  T politics1:  the  present 

sophomores  and  incoming  counsellors  have  entered  the  counselling  pro- 
gramme aware  of  the  Gryphon  Society  and  its  potential.  The  opposition 
to  the  equating  of  Gryphon  and  Counsellor  comes  mainly  from  the  depart- 
ing Seniors  and  one  or  two  of  the  Juniors.  By  June  of  next  year  the 
Society  will  have  members  who  have  entered  the  system  only  since  the. 
Society  became  a force.  They  will  be  more  ready  to  accept  the  equation 
they  will  only  continue  to  do  so  if  the  Gryphon  Society  proves  itself 
to  be  an  organization  which  advances  their  knowledge  and  understanding 
as  counsellors. 

If,  as  seems  logical,  the  DeanTs  last  comment  was  meant  to  imply 
that  the  writer  feels  himself  ’too  big  or  too  little’  to  be  part  of 
any  organization  I need  only  ask  him  to  peruse  my.  letter  more  clearly, 
for  in  it  he  will  see  both  explicityly  and  implicitly  that  my  sole 
purpose  was  to  contribute  to  thinking  about  the  counselling  programme 
and  the  Gryphon  Society  by  a wider  public  than  has  been  able  to  share 
the  practical  effects  of  efforts  based  upon  the  same  motive  and  done 
with  a similar  spirit  in  Richards  House  each  Monday  evening. 

In  all  humility  I do  think  it  important  that  young  Americans, 
potential  leaders  of  the  nation  to  which  the  ’Free  World’  looks  for 
leadership  and  ultimately  for  defence,  should  demand  that  in  their 
own  affairs,  even  if  they  be  relatively  unimportant  campus  organiza- 
tions, matters  should  be  conducted  entirely  upon  the  basis  of  free 
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association  and  liberty  to  dissent  , .
